Mr. McCarthvy—Did vou do anything to 
protect your company from this impertinent 
claim by ‘these three men ?—I reported the 
whole thing to the secretary. 

Did Tivons (the secretatv) give you any 
explanation as to how they came to claim to 
ha shareholders ?—I did net ask him that. 

Judge Dawitt—If you had asked Mr. Lyons 
he would have told you that they were in 
the intermediate position of being neither 
“shareholders’’ nor ‘‘ not-shareholders’’ hy 
reason of their having‘substribed shares held 
by nominees, 

Witness agreed that that might he so. 

In further cross-examination witness’ said 
that a few days before the statutory meeting 
held on May 20th, 1933, he had no idea as 
to what was the financial position of the 
company. He expected some trouble from 
the shareholders at the meetiny and knew 
that at least seven or eight people were 
clamouring for work ur their money. 

Mr. McCarthy—Did you still keep up the 
wretched pretence that these people had not 
been humbugged into this company by you 
and your friends’—Neither I nor my friends 
humbugged them.

Strikes and lock-outs 
should be constituted criminal offences, and 
courts should be set up presided over by 
eminent judges to deel with such matters, 
and no one or body should be allowed to 
take the law into their own hands. .

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“MR. GBRALD FITZGERALD 

Mr. Gerald, FitzGer «id, who died on Sunday 
fast at “his ‘residence, 3 Kilteragh Mansions, 
Foxrock, Co. Dublin, will be remembered by 
all who met, him, either socially or in his 
Official capacity” as Lay Assistant Commis- 
sioner and Assessor to the Land Judge in the 
Irish Land Commission. He possessed a 
Yate charm of mahneér and a sincere and 
‘unassuming mobility of character. Born in 
1865, he was the secon: son of the late Henry 
“a. FitzGerald, J.P. of Seaview House, Dun- 

rvan; Co; Waterford, and in 1896 was ap- 
pointed to the important post of Lay Assist- 
ant Commissioner on the Irish Land Com- 
mission, having at that time had valuable 
experience in land law procedure from his 
father, who, while managing and farming his 
estate, held the post of Assessor to the 
County Court Judge of Waterford. 

Later, in 1903, he was appointed Assesaur 
to the Judicial Commissioner, which» post he 
held until his retirement a few years ago. 

Mr. FitzGerald came from a branch of ‘he 
FitzGeralds who had their “seat for many 
generations at Seaview, Co. Waterford, and 
who as a family had held tenaciously to the 
Catholic faith during the penal times in 
Ireland. It was during this period that many 
members of the family went abroad in the 
‘ranks of the Irish Brigade: Mr. FitzGerald’s 
uncle, Colonel Gabriel ‘FitzGerald, omed 
the Austrian Army as @,Cadet in 1847 and 
served through the. Hungarian, Polish and 
Italian campaigns, being severely wounded 
at- the battle of Sadowa. He subsequently 
served in the defence of the Papal ‘States, 
returning to the Austrian service as, Chief

A Free Press | 
We printed yesterday a rumour that had 
reached us from a trustworthy source to 
the effect that the Free State Government 
was contemplating legislation to bring the 
newspaper Press, and journalists gener- 
ally, under some form of official control. 
We hesitate—indeed, we refuse—to believe 
that President de Valera would ,give 
countenance. to any such project; but 
there is no doubt that for some time past 
pressure has been brought to bear on the 
Executive Council to exercise, to some ex- 
tent at any rate, a measure of regulation 
over the Press. Apparently, there has 
been widespread dissatisfaction with some 
of the reports concerning this country 
that have been appearing in cross- 
Channel and American newspapers, and 
some of the outspoken criticisms that have 
been printed in native journals have not 
been welcomed in political circles. We 
admit freely that many of the statements 
that have been published recently in the 
English Press have been highly irrespon- 
sible. For some time before the Easter Week 
commemoration ceremonies in Dublin, for 
example, all sorts of ‘‘ scarp stories” 
were given wide publicity, and it was made 
to appear that Dublin, and the Free 
armed upheaval. From the national 
point of view, of course, reports of this 
kind—especially when they leave the 
hands of an imaginative sub-editor—are 
exceedingly regrettable. Not only do they 
create a totally false impression of actual 
conditions in this country—which, for all 
its faults, probably is as quiet as most 
other countries, and far quieter than 
many—but it does positive harm to the 
national purse. Potential visitors to Ire- 
land, who read hair-raising accounts of 
military preparations against ‘‘ trouble,”’ 
hardly can be blamed if they omit our 
island from their holiday itinerary. Per- 
sons who might be prepared to invest 
money in Free State securities are en- 
couraged to take fright, and in a dozen 
other ways the country’s interests are 
damaged. 
Having said so much, however, we feel 
strongly that any attempt to interfere with 
the freedom of the Press, or in any way 
to stop legitimate criticism, would be a 
fatal mistake. A-free Press is one of the 
most valuable possessions of a free people. 
In these islands freedom of expression has 
been won after a long struggle that dates 
back to Milton’s day, and Irish news- 
papers of. all shades of political opinion 
never have hesitated to champion the 
cause for which John Wilkes went to 
jail. There is, of course, a vast difference 
between freedom and its abuse 
matters. Every country has its scurrilous 
sheets, irfesponsible 
scare-mongering; but the law of libel 
generally ‘acts as a useful corrective in 
such cases. Saorstit Kireann is a demo- 
cratic country. It has the most democratic -

The situation, moreover, 
is of quite recent growth. Little more 
than a generation ago the small harbours 
along the Irish coast were crowded with 
fishing smacks, whose owners. were able 
to work them at a profit. 


which still set out from them find it very 
difficult to pay their way. Meanwhile 
the fishing grounds, which seem to deny 
a livelihood to Irishmen, still are 
sufficiently well stocked to attract foreign 
steam trawlers hundreds of miles from 
their own ports. What is the reason for 
this strange condition of affairs, and how 
can it be remedied? For the fisker- 
men themselves an answer is 
of vital importance. Except in a few 
cases the fishing areas in Ireland lie off 
coasts so barren that the soil affords only 
a meagre subsistence, and the inhabitants 
look to the sea to provide some of the 
food and money which they cannot get 
from the land.  H the sea fails them, 
their plight is miserable, and, indeed, it 
has been bad enough during recent years. 


very valuable help to them by the pro- 
vision of loans for boats and by increasing 
the market for Irish fish, but the problem 
still is far from a solution. One must 
not give too much weight to the com- 
plaints of poaching by foreign trawlers, 
which, no doubt, are exaggerated in 
many instances; but at the same time 
it would be very unwise to disregard 
them altogether. Poaching seems to be a 
real and important element in the decay 
of Irish sea-fishing, and is given far less 
official attention than it deserves. The 
boats and gear of the Irish fishermen are 
unable to hold their own against the 
modern steam trawlers whose visits are so 
unwelcome, and the intruders leave them 
little after they have supplied their own 
wants. If the Irish fishermen as a class 
were rich enough to possess modern boats 
the competition in théir own waters would 
at least be on equal terms, but, unless the 
fishéries are put on some kind of co-opera- 
tive basis, Government grants and loans 
cannot make much change in the situation. 
If we can take it that the majority of the 
Irish fishing boats will remain of a 
primitive type for many years to come, it 
is then of great importance to see that 
poaching is kept down, At the moment 
the only defence against. it is the fishery 
cruiser Muirchu, and it is some years since 
the Muirchu’s efforts began to be regarded 
in the light of a national joke. A single 
fishery cruiser for a ‘whole island can do 
about as much protective work as a single 
policeman in a whole city, and is, indeed, 
a needless expense. Several speakers 
pointed out in the Ddil on Wednesday 
that poaching is on the increase, and it is 
the Government’s obvious duty either to 
supplement the Muirchu with other vessels 
or to provide some adequate means of 
protection.

The number of er“ posted in 
1934 was 16,660, on which trade charges 
amounting to £16,748 had been collected. 


AIR SERVICES 


Correspondence for conveyance by air ser- 
vices in other countries was increasing 
steadily. Last year the number of items 
posted here was 68,900, or 11,500 over the 
previous year. :

The hearing of the action of Patrick Conlon, 
Co.C., Carrickmacross, against Dr. Peter J. 
Deery, Corduff, Carrickmacross, for damages 
for alleged libel was continued. 
The plaintiff alleged that a letter sent to 
the Department of Local Government on 
behalf of the defendant accused him of ac- 
cepting a bribe from Dr. J. R. O'Connell to 
vote for him at an election for dispensary 
medical officer for Carrickmacross, for which 
position the. defendant @as an unsuccessful 
candidate. 
The defendant pleaded privilege; that the 
tacts set out were true, and that he was not 
actuated by malice in drawing the Minister's 
attention to the circumstances attending the 
election of Dr. Connell to the position af 
dispensary medical officer. 

Mr. A. E. Wood, K.C., Mr. Lavery, K.C., 
and Mr. P. McGilligan (instr ucted by Messrs. 
Phelan and Co.) appeared for the plaintiff; 
and Mr. Geoghegan, K.C., Mr. McGuckin, 
K.C., and Mr. Murnaghan (instructed by 
Messrs. Gillespie and Co.) for the defendant. 
The cross-examination of Dr. J. R. 
O’Connell by Mr. McGuckin was continued. 
The witness said that he did not investigate 
allegations about money heing offered for 
votes. Mr. Conlon voted in his favour. 

The plaintiff, Potrick Conlon. was examined 
by Mr. Wood, and said that he never ac- 
cepted a bribe. from Dr. O’Connell, and was 
never tendered one, He was treated pro- 
fessionally by Dr. Deery, who would not. 
accept payment at the time, saying that it 
would do Jater. Later he paid Dr. Deery a 
guinea. Altogether *he had only two. con 
versations with Dr. Deery betore February, 
1833. He would not have sent for Dr. Deery 
had Dr. Daly been, at home. -He always said 
he would support a" Monaghan man, and fer 
that reason he supported and voted for Dr. 
(VY Connell.

The plaintiff also denied incidents in which 
he was alleged to have been canvassed by a 
man named Daly on behalf of Dr. Deery. 
Regarding an incident in a hotel at Black- 
rock, where the plaintiff was alleged to have 
been approached by Dr. Deerv with a view to 
voting for him. Conlon said that he went into 
the interview under protest. Mr. Rice, one 
of the Fianna Fail T.D.s for the county, was 
there and asked him te vote for Dr. Deery, 
and he said he had voted for Dr. O'Connell 
first and would vote for him last. 


| £100 FINE 

Mr. Wood—Did he say anything to vou 
about a car ?—Yes; he asked me if I was in 
trouble about a car, and T said I was.

From the sales angle, the world demand for 
tyres and accessories is on the up-grade, as 
motor transport is still undeveloped in many 
territories, and, in spite of economic diffi- 
culties, development is continually proneeding. 
Moreover, horse- and bullock-drawn and hand- 
propelled vehicles of almost every desctip- 
tion ‘are now being equipped. with Dunlop 
pneumatic tyres of special construction. In 
the near future one milk distributing organi- 
sation alone will have two thousand horse- 
drawn carts on Dunlop equipment.
